Growing green ducks is an occupa- 
tion which returns handsome profits 
Experiment- 
al work at the Central Experimental 
Farm, Ottawa, that Pekin 
ducklings, averaged six pounds each 
in ten weeks, and made a net profit 
over cost of feed and duckling, of 
$1.38 each. The ducklings of the Pe-

The feed used for growing duck- 
lings at the Experimental Farm Ott- 
awa, Is equal partg of bran, shorts 
and cornmeal, with about ten per 
cent beef meal added. A little char- 
coal (about one per cent) is also ree- 
ommended. This mash should be 
moistened with water but not made 
stickey of sloppy. Add only suffic- 
jent water to make ‘the meal stick 
together. Sprinkle coarse sand over 
the mash before feading. The sand 
serves ag grit and aids in the process 
of digestion Feed only what 
the ducklings will eat up clean at 
each feeding. 

After the ducklings are four or five 
days old, some green, food should be 
given such ag clover or akfalfa which 
has been freshly cut, and chopped up 
fine. Start with only a small amount 
of this material ay.d gradually in- 
crease it until the mash contains 
about one.fifth grea.n food.

It will be 
a hypothetical method of studying 
epidemics which will help the work 
of prevention in such an epidemic as 
the present one of influenza. Amaz- 
ingly wide search of records will 
have to be made to provide us with 
the figures we require, 

We know that an epidemic. will 
die by exhausting its supply of ma- 
terial. It is rather like a plague that 
is eventually wiped out because it 
has killed everybody. Such things 
as these we know. There is much 
more to be discovered by equations.

Was Used To Swear In New Vice- = 
President Of United States 

A most unusual Bible was used to 
swear in the new Vice-President of 
the United States, Chas. Curtis, of 
Kansas, ‘It isthe property of E. M. 
Geis, of Salina, Kansas, and is 3850 
years old. The Bible has been in the 
Geis family at least five generations. 
It was printed in Cologne, Germany, 
in 1564, and was copyrighted by 
Emperor Ferdinand. It is bound in 
wild boar skin with wooden inner 
covers. The book is printed in two 
tones, red and black, in clear, faced 
type, and contains many woodcut 
pictures. One scene shows an angel 
driving -the devil out of Paradise.

Tribe Of Raiisca 
Indians In Siberia 


Soviet Officials Hope To Save Them 
From Extinction 


Efforts are being made by the au- 
thorities to save from extinction a 
nomadic tribe of “American Indians” 
in Siberia which has already dwin- 
dled to 403 persons. 

The tribe, known as Karagas, was 
discovered some years ago in the 
Turun district of Siberia. In appear- 
ance, language, and customs they re- 
semble so closely the Red Indians of 
North America that leading Russian 
anthropologists were convinced of 
their American origin. 

A recent investigator reports that 
the tribe has such a high death rate 
that it has only a few more genera- 
The government has 
therefore set aside a large tract 
where no other tribes will be permit- 
ted to hunt. 
these “happy hunting 
grounds” will increase the material 
prosperity and in congequence the 
longevity of the Karagas. A hospital 
has also been established for their 
use.

“strayed” Indians is that crime is 
entirely unknown among them.
